In fingle Papers, it 1s 
an reer the Writer ma canhad him @if to 
as few Heads as he thinks fit ; and if any one of Mo- 
ment offers, make that the Bufinefs of the Day, and 
keep his Reader fteady to the Point before him. 
Should the Gemtlemen of this Society write any 
Thing on Tillage, in the Shape’and with a Title of 
a Treatife, they muft have attended the Farmer in his 
Progrefs from the Plough to the Flail ; direct his In- 
duftty, from the choofing’ of the Seed, to the faving 
of the Crop; and, of Confequence, neglect fome 
material Obiervations, or fwell their Work to an un- 
reafonable Size. In the Way now intended, both 
hele Inconveniencies may be conftantly avoided : 
Nothing that is not material, need be mentioned in 
thele Papers; and for that very Reafon, prnaes Das 
is really fo, need be totally negleéted, or {uperhicially 
confidered. : 

Were Husbandry, and other Arts in their Infant 
State among us, either not at all, or no more than juft 
dilcover’d ; compleat and regular Treatifes would 
tiem indeed be neceffary, to give a general Know- 
ledge of them to the Artift, and to guide him Step 
by Step, where every Thing were new i* him : But 
as this is not the Cate, and, a few perhaps excepted, 
the Improvement of Arts already known, and nor 
ther Introduction, is the Thing wanted in this King- 
dom: Separate Papers, where the feveral Errors and 
D-fciencies in our prefent Management will be can- 
idered fingly, and, therefore, «more diftinGtly, feem 
totally exactly with our Wants, and afford the like- 
lieft Prof & of SuecefS. Add to rhis, that the Per- 
feGtion of all Arts, confifting in minute Obfervances 
and little Niceties, they commonly efcape the Artift, 
where the Inftruétions are voluminous, and his Atten- 
tion taken up by other Obfervations, feemingly more 
important: While by ftanding fingle, they will be 
Srawn into a ftronger Light, ‘and brought within the 
Notice of the Reader. 7 

To thefe Advantages arifing from the very Nature 
of thefe Papers, mW be added thofe which will ac- 
crue from the eafier Diftribution of them. Pamphlets 
lall into few Hands, and are ufeful to thofe only who 
‘re in aCapacity ro purchafe, and at Icifure to perufe 
them.

A few, perhaps, there are, 
who might receive fome Benefit from the many ufe- 
ful Books already extant on thefe Subjects ; or from 
the larger Treatifes, which the Gentlemen of this 
Society, might have writ from Time to Time, had 
they adber'd to their firft Plan : Bur the Majority 
of our common People muft have continued in their 
spnrranee, had not a Way been found of conveying 

nowledge to the Poor, at a very eafy Rate ; and ro 
the indolent or bufy Readers, in fimali Parcels. — 

Had the Gentlemen of the Society engaged in this 
Defign trom the poor Ambition.of becoming Authors, 
then, indeed, another Method would probably have 
been preferred : But fo very far are they from fuch 
vain and trifling Motives, that they defire to be con- 
fidered in quite another Light. Their Intention is not 
to amufe the Publick, with nice and laboured Specu- 
lations ; or to enrich the Learned World with new 
and curious Obfervations : Burin the plaineft Man- 
ner to dire& the Indu&ry of common Arrtifts, and to 
bring practical and ufeful Knowledge, fiom the Re- 
tirements of Libraries and Clofets into publick View : 
In fhort, to be univerfally beneficial’ is their only 
End ; and whether they atrain it, by making new 
Difcoveries, or publifhing thofe already made; by 
encreafing the prefént Fund of Knowledge, or by 
conveying it into more Hands, is to then perfectly 
indifferent. 

This, they hope, will be underftood as an Invira- 
tion to all Perfons, who fruly love their Couatry, to 
throw in their Mite into the common Stock, by com- 
municating to this Society their Experiments and Ob- 
fervations ; their Objections, if they have any ; and, 
if they pleafe, their Doubts; any loofe Hints that 
may occur to them, and whatever elfe may contribute 
to the Perfeétion of thefe Papers. This they are
